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Orient Beach... 


O rient Point is known for its lighthouses and perhaps most visited by ° 


those getting on and off the Cross Sound Ferry. But there is an even 

better reason to visit the furthest point east on the North Fork. Orient Beach 
State Park offers a treasure trove of recreational activities, all that can be 
enjoyed in a way that makes you feel like you really are off the beaten path. 

Orient Beach State Park, a 360-acre park, is located on a narrow peninsula 
that juts out between Long Beach. Bay/Peconic River and Gardiner’s Bay. 
Most of the peninsula is untouched, but a two-mile road leads to 45,000 
feet of beach frontage looking out onto Gardiner’s Island. Bicycling brought 
us here on a busy Sunday in July. The bike path offers some safety from the 
dangerous roads on the East End, and the bilateral views cannot be beat; 
the expansive bay views on one side and the salt marsh water on the other. 
The sound of the ferry horns as they leave for New London help keep time. 

There is also a rare maritime forest with red cedar, black-jack oak trees 
and prickly-pear cactus. Great Blue Herons, egrets, black crowned night 
herons and osprey call this park home, giving it the title of an Audubon 
Important Bird Area. 

The Long Beach Bar Lighthouse, also known as Bug Light, providing safe 
passage for mariners at the entrance of Orient Harbor, is located just off the 
western tip of the peninsula. 


While bicycling brought us here on a recent trip in late July, visitors come 
for a variety of reasons. They hike out to Long Beach Point and picnic in the 
pavilions. Children can have fun on the playground, while families enjoy 
beach days on the sand and lifeguard-protected waters. Some rent kayaks or 
paddleboards from Eagle’s Neck Paddling Company, which has a booth on 
the loop leading to the parking area. Others just get some exercise walking. 

Those looking to extend the bicycle ride can leave the park and visit one 
of small nearby neighborhoods to check out the beautiful homes and Long 
Island Sound waterfront or even go west into Orient. We made a 15-mile 
ride out of it without much effort. 

Hungry after a day in the sun? The newly opened Duryea’s Orient Point is 
right next door to the park’s entrance in a marina. 

The park does charge to enter per car, $8 or $10 in the peak season. The 
gate takes credit cards if you are like us and never have cash. A word of 
advice: Arrive early because the park fills up quickly, especially now when it 
is relegated to 50% capacity during the pandemic. 


Orient Beach State Park is located at 40000 Main Road, also known 
as Route 25. It is open dusk to dawn year-round and for swimming 
10:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. daily during the summer.

A FIRE BREAKS OUT AT THE VACANT 
FLANDERS MARKET 


Difficult Conditions During Fire in 
Vacant Flanders Market

F irefighters battled difficult conditions during 
a fire in a vacant building in Flanders on 
Thursday afternoon, July 30, according to 
Flanders Chief Todd Ryan. 

As smoke billowed out from under the roof’s 
eaves, firefighters had trouble accessing the 
building, located on the corner of Flanders Road 
and Long Neck Boulevard, across from the USA 
Gas station. The steel roll-down doors in front 
of the former Bayview Market, could not be 
opened even after bolt cutters were used to cut 
the locks off. There were interior locks on the 
doors, as well, the chief said. Steel bars on the 
windows, on the side of the building, made them 
impassable too. 

While firefighters used a rotary saw to cut out 
an access in the steel doors, others were able to 
go into the building through a small side door 
toward the back of the building, which is where 
the fire appears to have begun, Chief Ryan said. 


Once most of the fire was knocked down, they 
cut holes in the roof to ventilate the building. 

“It was heavy damage on the back third of 
the building,” he said. There was heavy smoke 
damage throughout the rest of the property. 

The fire chief said they called in assistance 
from Hampton Bays and East Quogue Fire 
Departments so they could rotate firefighters 
who were working in extreme heat conditions. It 
was not only the temperatures outside, but the 
lack of ventilation inside the building. 

“All the F.D.s worked awesome together,” 
Chief Ryan said. “We thank them.” 

The Southampton Town Fire Marshal’s office 
is trying to pinpoint’a cause, but believes it 
was accidental. Chris Hansen, a fire marshal, 
said there were workers repairing the roof on 
a garage behind the building and that they had 
been inside the vacant market, where items were 
being stored. g&

Ihe Suffolk County Sheriffs office 

celebrated the opening of its new center 
aimed at helping inmates leaving the jail with 
transitional services on Thursday. 

Sheriffs Transition and Re-entry Team 
(S.T.A.R.T.) Resource Center had a soft launch in 
February and has been open since, but a ribbon- 
cutting planned for early April was postponed 
due to COVID-19. The S.T.A.R.T. Resource 
Center is on the grounds of the Yaphank jail and 
offers practical transitional services, including 


‘employment assistance, connections to housing, 


treatment and mental healthcare, clothing, food— 
and even helped more than 100 clients during the 
height of the pandemic. 

The center is a unique and innovative model 
that has been a dream of Sheriff Errol D. 
Toulon Jr.’s. He developed the idea based on 
his experiences working for more than 30 years 
in the field of law enforcement and corrections. 

“When I was a young child, I asked my father, 
a warden on Riker’s Island, what he did for a 
living. He said, ‘We rehabilitate people.’ That 
stuck with me throughout my 30-year career 
in law enforcement and creating this Resource 
Center is the realization of a lifelong dream 
to send people back into the community with 
the tools they need to be productive members 
of society.”

Correction officers and human service 
volunteers from the non-profit community staff 
the center.

O n July 31, Stony Brook Southampton Hospital reported it had no 
confirmed novel coronavirus patients on for the first time since 
March 8. 

In a statement, the hospital said it had no confirmed COVID-19 
admissions and no admitted patients under suspicion for COVID-19. 
There were still no patients admitted with the virus at press time on 
Tuesday, August 4. 

Over the nearly five months, there were 2178 patients who were admitted 
to the hospital and were COVID-positive. 

Also good news, the hospital celebratéd the discharge of a patient who 
recovered from the virus after being hospitalized for 120 days. The patient 
had spent four weeks on a ventilator, but recovered. 

“As of this morning, Friday, July 31, we have no confirmed COVID 
admitted patients in our Hospital and no admitted patients under 
investigation for COVID-19,” Robert S. Chaloner, the Chief Administrative 
Officer at Stony Brook Southampton Hospital, said. “This is a significant 
milestone in our fight against the coronavirus and is a result of the 
excellent care provided by our medical staff and healthcare workers.” 

As of August 2, the last date the hospitalization numbers were available 
at press time, 33 people were hospitalized in Suffolk County with COVID- 
19. There were 12 patients in the intensive care units. A total of 5,626

On July-30, detectives were conducting surveillance 
of the area when they saw Ludim Rocha, a 43-year-old who lives on nearby 
Oakview Highway, acting suspiciously while walking with a bicycle. He was 
reportedly wearing clothing items from the prior surveillance images. 

At about 11:40 p.m., Rocha was arrested and charged with three counts of 
public lewdness, a misdemeanor, and three counts of trespass, a violation. 
Rocha gave a statement to police tantamount to a full confession. Back on 
June 29, he said he saw a nude woman in the house and masturbated while 
watching her. He returned at least twice, on July 6 and July 20.

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SHARKS 


Sightings Rile Beachgoers 


R ight on cue as Shark Week begins Sunday, sharks are causing a splash 
on Long Island. We know they are always out there of course, but after 
a New York City woman was attacked and killed by a great white shark in 
Maine last week, the mere glimpse of a shark is causing officials to take extra 
precautions. 

The ocean beaches in East Hampton Village were closed to swimming the 
afternoon of July 30 after a shark was spotted off shore. They remained 
close the following day just in case, but reopened by the weekend. 

“There was a confirmed sighting this afternoon at Georgica Beach and out 
of caution the rest of the Village beaches were closed to swimming,” Becky 
Molinaro Hansen, the village administrator, said at the time. 

Mayor Rick Lawler said a lifeguard on duty at Georgica Beach had 


reported seeing a shark. He was not sure of exactly how close the sighting. 


was to shore, but said, ‘ ‘It was close enough without ne binoculges they 
could tell it was a shark. 

The lifeguard estimated it measured eight feet based on the dorsal fin to 
the tail fin, according to the mayor. The eagle-eyed lifeguard was watching a 
school of dolphin when he caught a glimpse of a school of bunker fish with a 
shark in their midst, the mayor said. 

The shark was headed east and made it about half way between Georgica 
and Main beaches, when the fins disappeared. There were no other sightings. 

The waters were immediately cleared of all swimmers and they were 
instructed to stay out of the water. Lifeguards alerted all area beaches. 

John Ryan Jr., the chief lifeguard at the East Hampton Town beaches, 
said he was aware of the sighting. There was no reported shark sighting

at town beaches. “There are sharks in the ocean. But we didn’t have any 
sighting of sharks. We didn’t close the beaches,” he said, adding, “The bait 
ball never exited the village. If they come to our area, it’s a different story.” 

Ryan said that generally schools of fish are out about 135 to 200 yards out, 
but they can move closer to shore. 

Sharks had been sighted earlier last week in Nassau Consty” too. By the 
end of last weekend, there were more than a dozen shark sightings between 
Point Lookout, Lido Beach, Long Beach, and Atlantic Beach, Newsday 
reported. Hempstead Town restricted swimming and police conducted 
helicopter and boat patrols along the South Shore. 

Greg Metzger, a marine biologist who founded the South Fork Natural 
History Museum’s Shark Research and Education Program and helps catch, 


identify and tag sharks for research, said there are about 25 different species 


of sharks and shark relatives that utilize Long Island waters at different 
points during the year. Some of his work has confirmed that the South Shore 
is a nursery for white sharks.“As a scientist, these sharks are always here. 
Whether we see them or not, the risk of a negative interaction is always the 
same, which is basically zero,” he said. 

However, he said he understands the notion of airing on the side of 
caution. “If you’re a town official or a politician and charged with public 


safety, you’re going to have a hyper-sensitivity to any sort of whisper of a 


shark sighting.” Though he was surprised to read that one beach in Nassau 
closed because of a sighting of a school. of cownose rays, a potential food. 
source. 

According to the International Shark Attack File at the Florida Museum 
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of Natural History, shark attacks are rare. Data collected since 1837, show _get additional information about something and they use their mouths, and 


there have been 12 unprovoked shark attacks in New York. “Over 100 
years of record keeping, there’s been 12 individuals who have been scraped 


or bitten by a shark in the water. Think of the trillions of 
opportunities in 100 years,” Metzger said. 

But is there more shark activity in Long Island waters? 
Metzger says he does not see a difference in the catch rate he 
has seen with his shark research organizations over the last 
10 years. He thinks it has to do with the fact that everyone 
has a cellphone and can instantly report the sightings and/ 
or take a photograph. “It may seem as though there is more 
activity. I think it is just more documentation than we've 
seen in the past.” 

Plus, he said, “Sharks are sexy.” They get headlines. 

- Certainly, the fatal shark attack in Maine made national 
news. 

According to shark experts, the fatal incident off Bailey 
Island July 27 is likely because the shark mistook the woman 
for a seal, its typical source of prey. It was the first-ever 
fatal shark attack in that state. The species was identified 
by witness accounts and on a tooth fragment found in the 
victim’s wounds. 


“It’s horrific, terrible,” Metzger said, but said, “Most bad situations like 
this are a result of mistaken identity. They are typically a younger shark that 
is starting to feed on seals . . . we have our fingers and thumbs that we can

unfortunately, if a fairly large animal comes up and uses their mouth on a 
human we don’t have a defense against that.” 


“As seal populations have recovered in the North East 
United States, large predators, such as white shark, have 


followed,” the Shark Attack File noted. 


Seals have been protected in the United States since 
the mid-1990s. Coupled with the efforts to restore the 
fisheries and maintain the health of the ocean, “we’re 
starting to see of that recovery,” Metzger said. “We're 
starting to see the affects for a healthier ocean.” 

Metzger recommended that if people see a lot of 
marine activity, such as schools. of bait fish, seals, 
dolphins, whales, then stay out of the water. “There’s a 
good probability that there’s going to be sharks there. 
Enjoy the wildlife in front of you from the beach.” 

Also, he said, do not go swimming by yourself and 
avoid early morning and late evening swims when sharks 
take advantage of their camouflage for a successful prey. 

One thing that does come with the increase reports of 
shark sightings is the opportunity to educate and inform 


the public, Metzger said. He does not want the laymen’s knowledge of sharks 


to be based solely on Discovery Shark Week and National Geographic, which 
he said tends to portray sharks as evil and nasty. Shark research groups, he 
said, offer “real good, sound-mind, non-Jaws inflated answers.” iB.

A ugust 26, 2020 marks the 100th anniversary of the 19th Amendment’s 
ratification, which granted white women the inalienable right to 
vote in local and federal elections.

Since 
fighting for and winning the vote, East End women continue to reach new 
heights in elected office, shattering once-impenetrable glass ceilings, and 
we have the suffragists to thank for making that first crack in the glass. In 
honor of this momentous anniversary, we look to the stories of some of the 
many East End women who made today’s reality possible. 

The most well-known East Hampton suffragist is May Groot Manson, 
chairman of the Executive Committee of the Woman Suffrage League of 
East Hampton and the Women’s Political Union of Suffolk County. She 
held frequent suffragist meetings at her East Hampton home, and in 
August 1913, she helped organize a suffrage march of nearly 150 people 
that walked through Sag Harbor. In 2017, a historical marker was posted 
outside her house to honor her contributions and legacy. 

In Sag Harbor, there was Margaret Olivia Slocum Sage, second wife 
of millionaire Russell Sage, who began sponsoring suffrage meetings in

1894, despite her husband’s anti-suffrage stance. When he died in 1906, 
he left her a her his éntire fortune to spend however she liked, so she 
devoted herself to philanthropy and became very influential in the suffrage 
movement. — 

“Interestingly enough, there was a very strong anti-suffrage movement 
on the East End,” says historian and author. of Long Island and the Woman 
Suffrage Movement Antonia Petrash. “Many people were influenced by 
the liquor industry, which was afraid that if women got to vote, they would 
pass Prohibition. So they instigated a lot of women to work against suffrage 
saying their lives would change, that they'd no longer have the upper 
hand in the family, all sorts of horrible things that would happen to them 
and that they'd no longer be able to get alcohol. The irony in that is that 
Prohibition was passed in 1918 before women got to vote, so they didn’t 
have anything to do with it.” 

Known for headline-grabbing suffrage demonstrations, such as attempting 
to burn an effigy of President Woodrow Wilson outside of the White House, 
Louisine Havemeyer didn’t join the cause until after her husband, Henry 
“Sugar King” Havemeyer of the American Sugar Refining Company passed 
away in 1907 when she was 52. Before then, the Havemeyers were some of 
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_the most avid art collectors in America, amassing countless works 
_ of Manet, El Greco, Rembrandt and others in their three-story Fifth 
Avenue mansion. Upon shifting her focus to women’s suffrage, she 


twice lent her collection to Knoedler’ 's Gallery in NYC to fund-raise 
_ for the cause. 


Havemeyer co-founded the National Woman’s Party with feminist 
_ suffragist Alice Paul in 1913, and together they organized the National 
Suffrage Parade, the first organized political march on Washington, 
D.C. In 1915, she worked with the Women’s Political Union in New 
Jersey to create an event that would get widespread media attention 


. on the suffrage referendum campaign in New York and New Jersey. 


Beginning at the Montauk Lighthouse, she carried the wooden 
Torch of Liberty across Long Island, stopping at demonstrations and 
fundraisers on her way toward the Hudson River where she boarded 
a tugboat to pass the symbolic torch to Mina Winkle in New Jersey. 
After New York gave women the right to vote, Havemeyer joined 


_. 25 other National Women’s Party members, all of whom had been 


- previously jailed for protesting, on the Prison Special tour around 
the country to speak about their experiences as pelea: prisoners 
and to push for the ratification of the 
nationwide 19th Amendment. 

“When I wasinlawschool, my mother 
gave me a necklace commemorating 
Alice Paul, the courageous suffragist 
who participated in the suffragists’ 
hunger strike in Lorton: Reformatory 
prison,” says Suffolk County Legislator 
_ Bridget Fleming. “Growing up, we had 
a clear understanding that we owed 
a lot to the suffragists and that there 
was more work to do to honor and 
- further their legacy.” a 

Upon gaining their right to vote, two — 
women—Republican Ida Sammis and . 
Democrat Mary Lilly—wasted no time 
before announcing their campaigns 
for the New York State Assembly, both 
winning and taking their seat on the 142nd NY State Legislature in 
1919. Despite this, Sammis, who represented Suffolk County, was 
blocked from entering the state capitol building on her first day 
until she could prove her credentials, because the state assembly 
was quite literally a boys-only club at the time. She spent much of 
her term focused on elevator conductor legislation, while her liberal 
counterpart introduced legislature establishing paternity for children 
born out of wedlock and worked toward abolishing the death penalty. 

Many years passed before the East End (or anywhere else on Long 
Island) elected its first woman into local government, and her name 
is Judith Hope. Elected East Hampton Town Supervisor in 1973, she 
served three non-consecutive terms through 1986. She became the 
first woman Appointments Officer to a New York Governor, under 
Hugh Carey, and tripled the number of women serving in high level

and cabinet positions during her term. Continuing to trailblaze, she 
was elected chair of the New York State Democratic Committee in 
1995, making her the first woman to head a major political party 
in the state, and she was even the first person to suggest to Hillary 
Clinton that she run for U.S. Senate. Then in 2000, she founded the 
Eleanor Roosevelt Legacy Committee as a project to encourage pro- 
choice Democratic women to run for state and local office. 

Today, the East End has a greatly increased number of women 
in local government—such as Suffolk County Legislator Bridget 
Fleming, Sag Harbor Village Mayor Kathleen Mulcahy, Riverhead 
Town Supervisor Yvette Aguiar, East Hampton Town Deputy 
Supervisor Sylvia Overby and East Hampton Town Councilwoman 
Kathee Burke-Gonzalez, to name just a few. 

“When we moved here full-time in 2001, there was a female 
mayor, and I ran against another woman, who had been mayor for 
four years,” Mulcahy says. “Locally, I think women have always 
been respected for their ability to make decisions, keep boards and 
governments running smoothly and, perhaps, be more willing to talk 
issues through and compromise for the greater good.” 

While the East End has made 
great strides toward equality on 
both sides of the ballot, we still 
have a long way to go locally and 
on the national level. “What are 
we—several hundred years old? 
And our government still only 
has 26% women in the Senate. 
I’m a firm believer that your 
representation should reflect 
how the country looks, and there. 
aren’t enough women or ethnic 
groups involved,” Petrash asserts. 
“Women everywhere—on the 
East End and Long Island, on the 
North Shore and South Shore— 
worked very hard on the suffrage 
movement and sacrificed a lot for 
it...including the wealthy women. Yes, they had the time and the 
money, but that doesn’t mean they had the approval of their families.”

Study Pinpoints Many Reason for the Sudden Traffic This Summer

wo weeks ago, Hamptons Mayor John Button 
ordered a traffic study to find out why there 
was so much traffic in the Hamptons. 

“It takes an hour to drive from Southampton 
to East Hampton,” he told reporters while 
announcing the study. “My inbox is jammed with 
messages asking that I do something about it. 
We will do something about it when we learn the 
cause. Thus, this study.” 

It was originally thought that Miller Logistics, 
hired to do the study, would get it done in a day. 
In fact, it took two weeks. The report was only 
thumped on the mayor’s desk early this afternoon. 
It had been expected in the morning. But the man 
delivering it was delayed by the traffic. 

“This a very detailed report,” the mayor told 
Dan’s Papers. 

Here is the breakdown, in percentages, of why 
all these cars are on the road. 

¢ 7% said they were driving around looking for 
things to do in their cars, such as go to a drive-by 
outdoor art show, enjoy a drive-in music concert 
or just go down to look at the ocean. Of this 7%, 
fully 1/3 were going to go to a drive-in movie. And 
those interviewed in the morning heading for a 
drive-in movie said they had no idea they had to 
wait until dark and were just driving around until

then and thank you very much. 

¢ 11% said they were part of a group of il 
people driving around trying to create traffic jams 
to keep tourists from coming out to the beaches in 
the Hamptons. 

9% said they were summer tourists heading out 
to the Hamptons to the beaches, but another 5% 
said they had given up and were heading back to 
where they came from. They were in traffic jams 
eastbound and westbound, respectively. 

¢ 3% were lone drivers who wore red baseball 
caps with the letter H on them. They told us they 
were government inspectors out to see if these 
red baseball caps with the letter H on them really 
would result in other motorists, seeing the caps, 
stop and allow people to make left turns onto the 
Montauk Highway, as the seller of them promised 
they would. They said the caps so far did not do 
what was advertised’ and, if that held true, they 
would order the business shut down. 

* 17% were out foraging for food for their 
families, heading out to restaurants, delis, farm 
stands and supermarket parking lots so clerks 
could bring their food out in shopping bags to the 
trunks of their cars. 

* 2% were driving convertibles and said they 
were driving around with the top down just to 
drive around with the top down. 

¢ 9% said they were part of organized protests

* 3% said they were driving around looking for 
dates. All were young people, playing music on 
their car radios really loud. 

+ 2% said they worked for a company that soll 
1950s-style drive-in car window food trays and 
were demonstrating them to hungry motorists 
stopped in traffic. 

* 12% said they were in a traffic jam created by 
the traffic study stopping cars to have them fill out 
forms saying why they were out driving around. 

* 11% said they were buyers from the city out 
looking at the exterior of houses that had for-sale 
signs out front. They were stopping and taking 
notes. Those they liked would warrant an 1 online 
tour of the interior. 

* 3% said they were listening to podcasts on their 
car radios and wanted to stay out driving until they 
ended. 

* The remaining 6% said they had no idea why 
they were out driving around but were doing it 
because they saw everybody else doing it. 

Mayor Button said his office was taking the 
report under advisement and should have 
recommendations on how to put an end to these 
traffic problems by Labor Day weekend. Bb.

Woxth the Wait: Pavish Att Museum Reopens at Long Last 


e ollowing the reopenings of many East End art 
institutions, Parrish Art Museum in Water Mill is 
set to open its galleries to visitors on Friday, August 7 
with three new gallery shows and more. “We decided 
that this wasn’t an area where we needed to be 
trailblazers,” Parrish Communications Director Susan 
Galardi says. “We were looking at the comfort level of 
our community, staff and members, so we didn’t want 
to rush anything for anybody.” 

The first exhibition is titled HOUSEBOUND: 
Fairfield Porter and His Circle of Poets and Painters 
and provides a glimpse. into the eccentric lives of 
Southamptonite artist Fairfield Porter, poet Anne 

_ Channing Porter and their inner circle from the 1950s 
through the ’7os. Nearly 40 paintings by Porter, Robert 
Dash, Jane Freilicher, Alex Katz and Larry Rivers 
have been paired with SQR codes for poems by Anne 
Porter and New York School poets John Ashbery, 
Barbara Guest, Kenneth Koch, Frank O’Hara and 
James Schuyler. “It’s a new way of looking at it. It’s 
not always a one-to-one comparison, but you see these 
ways of thinking that make very strong relationships 
in the sense that the poets really looked at everyday 
life in the same way that Porter most often painted his 
friends and family and the objects left on the table after 
breakfast,” says Alicia Longwell, Ph.D., Lewis B. and 

Dorothy Cullman Chief Curator, Art and Education, 

adding that once SQR codes have been scanned to a 

smart phone, the poems can be saved and read time 
and time again. 


The next show is Lucien Smith: Southampton Suite,

the Montauk artist’s first institutional exhibition, which 
brings Smith’s Rain Paintings series to conclusion. 
The collection includes 10 large paintings created with 
paint-filled fire extinguishers in a Southampton plein 
air studio in 2013. “He’s an extraordinarily creative 
and inventive young artist,” Longwell says. 

The third indoor exhibition is Shelter Island- 
based artist Jackie Black’s thought-provoking Last 
Meal series, for which she researched 23 Death Row 
prisoners’ last meal requests and restaged them to 
create a striking collection of macabre food photos. 
“Tt’s a response that shows much of what’s going on 
in this country with capital punishment, police, Black 
Live Matter—all these things that have come to the 
forefront during the pandemic but were always there,” 
Longwell says, noting Black’s immense empathy for 
each name listed next to the photo of their last request. 


. “It’s one of the most powerful statements about social 


justice that I have ever seen!” 
All three indoor exhibitions are primarily drawn 
from the Parrish’s permanent collection and remain 


on view from August 7 through January 31, 2021. The 


museum galleries are open Friday through Monday 
in three 90-minute time slots scheduled between

sanitizations, and visitors must purchase tickets for a 
time slot in advance. 

The Parrish reopening features more than. indoor 
shows, however, as Art in the Meadow is going to cover 
the property’s three meadows in stunning sculptures, 
with new installations being added through mid- 
August. “It really seemed like the moment to be able 
to engage and enliven the outdoors of the museum,” 
Longwell says. 

Reopening day, August 7, will be celebrated 
with this week’s Jazz on the Terrace guest 
flute/sax player Julie Bluestone in a socially distanced 
outdoor concert at 6 p.m. and with five powerful videos 
on Black issues throughout history by 2020-2021 
Platform artist Tomashi Jackson that will be projected 
on the south wall of the Parrish from 9-11 p.m. 

Art lovers looking to support the Parrish during 
their reopening can do so with the cleverly-named 
Save the Plate fundraiser, which has replaced 
this year’s installment of the annual Midsummer 
Party. People who donate $500 or more will receive a 
limited-edition plate that features the design of 
Bridgehampton artist Mary Heilmann’s 2020 painting 
“Waimea,” which she painted from her memory 
of a 1995 trip to Hawaii. Set up like the gala’s 
sponsor table levels, Save the Plate offers levels 
for larger “Waimea” sets ranging from one or two 
plates to a set of 20. “We tried to come up with 
a more creative, innovative fundraising solution, 
and we wanted to keep our supporters and the 
community engaged as much as we can, and in a 
way that makes sense for us as an art museum,” 
Galardi says. “There are a lot of artistic legacies out 
here, and we feel like we’re creating a new one with 
Save the Plate.”

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BOMBANANA Hot Sauce: A Tale of Young Entrepreneurship & Bananas 


t all started on a taco night 

in September 2019. It was 
University of Michigan student . 
Jared Schacter’s turn to cook dinner 
for his housemates, so he decided 
on al pastor tacos with homemade 
hot sauce, since he wasn’t satisfied 
with the sauce options on the 
market. To balance the spice of the 
chili peppers, he experimented with 
bananas and plantains in place of 
commonly used processed sugar, 
and his friends were hooked—so 
hooked that they realized. they'd 
stumbled upon a flavor too unique 
and delicious not to share. Thus, 
BOMBANANA Hot Sauce was born. 

After tinkering with the recipe to 
get the flavor just right and cutting the difficult-to- 
source plantains from the mix, the BOMBANANA 
team—comprising Schacter, Grant Dukus, Jonny 
Moss and Kevin Bhattacharyya—sought out a 
co-packer to get their new product off the ground. 
“We'd proven ourselves as a really strong team in 
the classic college ways of throwing parties, making 
really cool beer pong tables and all these things,” says 
Schacter, who now lives in Bridgehampton. “We were 
_ all finding ways to be helpful—some on design, some 
on the actual building and engineering.” His 
contribution was, of course, his cooking prowess, 
which he honed as a line cook in Daniel Boulud’s 
db Bistro Moderne in New York City. 

Schacter recalls that during the research and

development phase, a specialty hot 
sauce shop in Charleston lamented 
that their banana sauce was their 
worst seller and that, ‘They had 
learned the hard way that bananas 
and hot sauce don’t mix.’ The 
BOMBANANA team couldn’t help 
but smirk knowing that demand 
for their subtly flavored banana 
sauce was on the rise, while this 
overpowering banana-flavored 
sauce clearly missed the mark. The 
BOMBANANA original blend and 
spicier Muy Muy variant feature a 
cohesive blend of banana, chipotle 
chilis and arbol that offers a 
surprising level of versatility. 
Schacter personally uses 
BOMBANANA on his eggs and pizza, as a chicken 
marinade and steak sauce, in shrimp ceviche and in 


bolognese as a replacement for red wine and tomato — 


paste. “People have wildly different levels of heat that 
they'll tolerate and enjoy, so those two sauces were us 
trying to cover part of the spectrum,” he says, noting 
that an extra spicy sauce, a little-to-no spice sauce 
and a tomatillo-based green sauce are currently in the 
works. “We want to provide a really. quality experience 
for people to feel the joy and the care when they eat 


our hot sauce, so giving them a variety of different . 


flavors that we can cater to people on the spectrum, 

making our product as accessible as possible, is 

something that’s of paramount importance to us.” 
With the help of partner Feast Detroit, the young 


entrepreneurs manufactured their first batch of hot 
sauce in February, launched their online shop in April 
and got BOMBANANA on store shelves by May. “Even 
though we were founded in the pandemic, we didn’t let 
that slow our roll. It’s required a lot of flexibility and 
adaptability,” Schacter says. “We really focused on 
getting down to the dirty work of building this, making 
a business and being really OK living in the trenches 
with it, as opposed to being too pie-in-the-sky. As far 
as getting it in stores so fast, that’s a credit to good 
old-fashioned hard work. We really pounded the 
pavement and approached a whole bunch of stores.” 
East End purveyors include Fairview Farm at Mecox, 
Babinski’s Farmstand, Peconic Prime Meats, Schmidt’s 
Market, The Green Thumb and The Pizza Place, with 
the team adding locations in New York, Michigan, 
Illinois and other states regularly. “The goal is really 
to get in all the places,” Schacter notes. “Citarella is a 
super big priority for us.” 

Despite the BOMBANANA ‘company’s relatively 
small size, the team is determined to make it a leader in 
sustainability, minimizing its impact on the Earth with 
glass containers and 100% recycled shipping materials. 
“Even when we're at this small level, we still want to be 
changemakers and see our planet be a healthier, better, 
more vibrant planet,” Schacter says, adding, “We're 
going to keep chugging along, keep trying to be great, 
keep putting our best foot forward and keep trying to 
give people a hot sauce that we think they deserve.”

ood and the festivities that surround it have long 
been as much a part of summer in the Hamptons 
as days at the beach and other treasured traditions.

repeat attendees, it’s that much fun. 
It was cancelled this year to ensure 
everyone’s safety, so the Gala 
Committee thought up another 
type of fundraiser where we could 
offer a new, fun idea, packaged ina 
traditional wicker picnic basket, to 
help us raise much needed funds.” 

To that end, Southampton 


Halsey House Gala committee 
have sourced old-fashioned picnic 
baskets similar to ones found in 
paintings of the early 19th century.

WESTHAMPTON BEACH HISTORICAL SOCIETY’S MANY CHERISHED BUILDINGS 


istory is so much more than what is taught in 

textbooks. While students of all ages learn the 
broad strokes of the United States in school, there’s so 
much more to be told—look at Broadway’s Hamilton, 
which takes the story of a Founding Father and 
modernizes it for a new generation, filled with intrigue, 
romance, heartbreak and pathos. Not every historical 
figure and locale has the luxury of.being adapted into 
a slick musical, but there are ways to learn the stories 
of those that came before outside of what is taught in 
school. Historical societies on the East End preserve 
the past and find ways to bring our local heritage to 
the present. 

The Westhampton Beach Historical Society is one 
such group that seeks to preserve the past in special 
ways for the people of the East End. “Our whole method 
of working and keeping the society alive is to present 
the community with the history of the community on 
different levels,” says Vice President Marsha Kenny. 
The group, founded in 1989, is volunteer-based. Kenny 
got involved after retiring as the director of marketing 
and public affairs at Southampton Hospital. “I like 
history!” she explains, adding that the society’s officers 
and trustees approach their positions like they would 
jobs. 

The society houses several historical properties, 
including the Foster-Meeker House, which is currently 
being restored, and the Tuthill House. The former 
is the oldest house in Westhampton Beach, built 
in 1735 when Westhampton Beach was still called 
Ketchaponack. When the restorations are complete, 
the Foster-Meeker Heritage Center will be a fully 
realized replica of an 18th century colonial home and 
will be used for demonstrations and other events. 
The Tuthill House’ Museum, built in 1840, is the 


society's main building and houses a host of donated 
artifacts and itéms. Both buildings were donated to 
the society and moved from their original spots. The 
Foster-Meeker House would have been demolished 
at its original Main Street location in 2008, while the 
Tuthill House was originally on South Country Road 
in Remsenburg. “We have been the repository of those 
houses as well as smaller buildings that are on the 
campus,” says Kenny, referring to the Thurston Raynor 
Milk House (built in the mid-1700s) and the Meeker 
Carriage House and Privy (built in 1845). 

The society hosts a number of events, even in the era 
of social distancing. Their current exhibit, A History 
of Local Firefighting on the 25th Anniversary of the 
Sunrise Wildfire, explores the more recent past, while 
outdoor craft demonstrations on the society’s lawns 
are held on Saturdays. The group also does outreach 
with schools and children. “I think children are aware 
of their own lives and how they are interacting with 
other people, but to find out that all of that was done in 
a different way, their eyes are big,” says Kenny. “They 
go, ‘People lived like that?’ Just like you and I would 
say, ‘Oh my gosh, how would anyone survive that,’ 
their natural curiosity makes them very interested in 
history, especially local history. It’s something kids 
can wrap their minds around. If it’s something local 
and something they can understand, they are very 
receptive to it.” 

Historical societies also present the community with 
opportunities to get involved in local history, whether 
from volunteering or donations. “We are short on 
volunteers,” says Kenny. “Volunteering doesn’t have to 
be every day or every week. It can be on a schedule if 
that’s what they prefer. But when we have a museum 
open, we need to show people around. The trustees

generally do a lot of that work but we could always use 
extra help.” And for locals who have old items with 
history behind them, Kenny says donate! “Over the 
years, there have been a number of pleasant surprises,” 
she says. “They've opened up a whole angle to local 
history that maybe somebody didn’t know about. I 
go to yard sales and see old scrapbooks, a framed 
autograph of something and my first impulse is to 
think, ‘Why is it in the yard sale? It should be donated 
so it can be learned from.” 

The stories of the past are vital to our present and 
future. “It’s important to know your past, and who’s 
gone before you,” says Kenny. And the only way to 
do it is to know the past. “That’s our focus—keeping 
history alive.”
